N e w Y o r k , January 6th.—During the 
tweniy-four hours ending at noon 116 cases 
of influeDza and sim ilar diseases were re­ 
ported. 
Letter-carrier Terence TufBn is 
dead. 
Rev. Dr. Holton is verv ill. Under­ 
takers declare they have more business 
than they can handle. They have plenty 
of coffins but hearses are scarce. 


SO R R O W F U L SC E N E. 


F iv e 
M in ers Im p riso n ed in a R u rn in g 
C oat M ine. 
W ilk e s b a r r e (Pa.), January 6th.—At 
the Nottingham m ine in Plym outh this 
evening, where the cave occurred 
last 
week, a terrific explosion of gas occurred. 
The brattice work and timbers at once 
caught fire and burned furiously. 
Five men were caught between the cave- 
in and the fire and their exit cut off. 
The report spread and in a few minutes 
100 men, women and children gathered at 
the m outh of the stope. The wives and 
children of the imprisoned men lost ail 
control of themselves and sorrowful scenes 
were witnessed. 
About half an hour after the fire broke 
out John H um phreys and John Richards 
were lowered into the m ine and when they 
reached the fire they heard the cries anil 
shouts of the men on the other side. P a t­ 
ting their hands before their faces they 
rushed ii rough the fire and dragged the 
five imprisoned men out one by one unin­ 
jured. 
Thomas Richards, who was in another 
part of the mine, was fatally burned. 
W ater is coming through uear where the 
cave-in occurred last week, and the miners 
tear the river may break into the mine. 
Should this happen, m any m iners would 
be drowned beyond hope of reclaiming 
them , and ail operations woud have to be 
suspended. 


N IC A R A G U A C A N A L. 


G reytow u H a rb o r is to b e M ade th e A t­ 
la n tic T erm in a s. 
N ew Y o r k , January 6th.—The steam ship 
Hondo of the Honduras and Central Aruer- 
icau line from Grey town brings the latest 
news from the American canal diggers at 
Nicaragua. The people, it appears, realiz­ 
ing the great magnitude of their enterprise, 
are proceeding very quietly, and in conse­ 
quence the m anner of contracts and sub­ 
contract, with their detailed specification, 
are being very carefully and thoroughly 
prepared. 
The recent change of the location of the 
Atlantic term inus of the canal has solved 
the problem of Greytown harbor, which 
will be made one of the best harbors on the 
coast, and a breakwater for its protection 
has already been commenced. 
It looks now as thongh the entire work 
will probably be divided into three divis­ 
ions. The contract for one division, it is 
understood, will go to a strong C'aliiornia 
syndicate. 
The health of the entire party of Ameri­ 
cans is satisfactory, and everything that can 
possibly be done to push the work is dsne 
in a steady and thorough m anner.

Owing to the largeness of the dose of acon­ 
ite it acted as an emetic and was all thrown 
off. The doctor is out of danger.

W a s h in g t o n , 
January 6th.—The first 
gentleman to appear before the W ays and 
Means Committee this m orning was F. W. 
Cheney, the President of the Silk Associa­ 
tion of America. 
He said that the Senate bill was accepta­ 
ble to him. 
Britton Richardson, the Secretary of the 
same association, advocated, the imposition 
oi a compound duty on silk. 
He said that about half the silk con­ 
sumed in this country was of American 
manufacture. 
The great obstacle which 
American m anufacture had to contend 
against was undervaluation. 
He did not 
believe any duty would be laid on raw silk 
high enough to protect the silk growers of 
this country w ithout crippling the m anu­ 
facturers. 
Philip W alker, chief of the silk bureau 
of the D epartm ent of Agriculture, sub­ 
mitted specimens of cocoons and silk pro­ 
duced from those raised in the United 
Stales. 
He dwelt upon the importance of build­ 
ing np the silk industry in the United 
States. 
The D epartm ent of Agrioulture had p u r­ 
chased a good many coco ods from the La­ 
dies’ Silk Culture Society, which had col­ 
lected them in California. 
Joseph Neum an, of San Francisco, fa­ 
vored the imposition of a duty on raw silk. 
John Dymond, President of the Sugar 
Planters' Association, rpad a memorial 
asking for protection sufficient to enable 
the United States to produce its own sugar. 
Dymocd said free sugar from the Sandwich 
Islauds did no aflect the price of sugar in 
this country, and was therefore a detri­ 
ment to the sugar industry of the U nited 
States. 
Ex Governor W arm outh, of Louisiana, 
spoke at some length. He said that during 
the political campaign in his State, he had 
been met at various points by Representa­ 
tive So-and-So from Pennsylvania and 
Obio and Michigan, in favor of a reduction 
of 50 per cent, on the tariff ou sugar. 
In 
the face of these speeches he had not been 
as successful as he would wish in convert­ 
ing his Democratic friends. 
W arm outh 
thought the effect of a bounty after a year's 
experim ent would be destructive of the 
sugar industry. “If you want friends in 
Louisiana,” said he, “you m ust not touch 
the sugar tariff. 
We cannot stand a reduc­ 
tion of half a cent a pound. It would be 
ruinous to the industry, and w ithout BUgar 
the city of New Orleans would be depopu­ 
lated. If the committee could guarantee to 
the planters that a succeeding Congress 
would not disturb it, he would be glad to 
acccept a bounty of two cents a pound on 
the sugar he raised. 
H e wanted, however, 
to stand on the sr.me ground with other 
protection industries.” 
Governor Gear rem arked: “You don’t 
stand on the same ground w ith them . 
You don’t produce anything like enough 
to supply the demands of the country.” 
W arm outh replied— ‘We bid fair to, if 
we are given the encouragement extended 
to other industries. W hat we want is to 
be let alone.” 
Representatives Peters, of Kansas, said 
he was interested in silk culture, sugar and 
salt. H e asked protection for his silk- 
raising constituents, by a suitable duty on 
raw silk. H e cited statistics 
showing 
the Kansas sugar product from sorghum 
cane, aud how it was increasing under the 
protection of tariff. 
Mr. Peters doesn't think m uch of bounty. 
It is a departure from the tariff policy, with 
which the people are familiar. 
Its imposi­ 
tion would invite constant agitation of the 
question to the detrim ent of the industry. 
Kansas needs additional capital to put up 
sorghum sugar mills, but thai capital can­ 
not be obtained under a bounty. 
W itness 
however, argued strongly in favor of the 
retention of the duty, and, turning his re­ 
m arks iuto a political vein, said that there 
was a feeliDg of unrest among the farmers 
iu his State, which if not allayed might 
result in m aking Kansas, with its 82,000 
Republican majority, a Democratic State. 
H enry I. O nant of Grand Island, Neb., 
made an argum ent in favor of protection 
to the beet sugar industry, predicting that 
with the retention of the present duty 
beet root would within twenty years out­ 
strip sugar-cane and sorghum in the pro­ 
duction of sugar. A reduction of the duty 
would kill the sugar industry. 
Professor Wiley of the Agricultural De­ 
partm ent did not anticipate very high re­ 
sults from Kansas sorghum, as a 10-per­ 
cent. article like sorghum could not com­ 
pete with a 14-per-cent, article like beets. 
Sorghum, however, made excellent alco­ 
hol, and he thought Kansas stood in its 
own light in preventing its people from 
m aking alcohol. 
In the secret sfS3ton the Chairm an was 
instructed to report to-morrow his adm in­ 
istrative bill.

Im p o r ta n t V iew s o f th e In te r sta te C om ­ 
m erce C om m ission . 


W a s h in g t o n , January 6th.—I n the third 
annual report subm itted to Congress to­ 
day the Interstate Commerce Commission 
makes recom mendations looking to the 
am endm ent of the law in the following 
particulars: 
First—A m endm ent to the first section, to cor­ 
rect am biguities of language and m ake m ore 
definite transportation provisions, both Inter­ 
state and International, both of w hich are in ­ 
tended to be subject to the provisionsof th e Act. 
Second—A m endm ent to th e th ird section, re­ 
lating to routine and interchange of traffic be­ 
tw een carriers, and 
to better 
provide for 
through traffic at through rates over the con­ 
necting lines. 
T hird—A m endm ent to th e tw elfth section, re­ 
lating to the attendance of w itnesses and the 
tak in g o f testim ony by deposition. 
F ourth—A m endm ent to the tw enty second 
section, allow ing free transportation of persons 
injured in railw ay accidents and the fam ilies o f 
railroad employes. 
The new sections suggested are : 
F irst—Prohibition of paym ent of com m issions 
by one railroad com pany to th e ticket agents of 
another. 
Second—The abolition of tiaket brokerage, by 
requiring th a t ticket-selleis be duly authorized 
by the rai road com pany, w hich assum es the 
responsibility lor th eir acts. 
T hird—R equirem ent th a t m ileage be paid for 
cars used and belonging to private com panies 
or individuals. 
F ourth—Extension of th e law to m ake it ap­ 
ply to com m on carriers by w ater routes.

Accounts in Utah in 1879. and has held the 
office ever since, refusing to tu rn o v er his 
office to A rthur Pratt, who was appointed 
to the place by Governor Murrav of ITra-h.

MEK0SIAL ON F0R2ST PRESERVATION. 


The State Board of Forestry has sent up 
to Congress a long memorial upon the 
subject of the preservation of the timber 
lands of this State from further destruc- 
“tnm, IfTr such devastation as has already 
been accomplished is appalling, when the 
field is looked over carefully. Some weeks 
ago we commented at leugth upon the 
proposition now befcre C ongress, ¡n the 
form of a bill to withdraw ail timber lands 
from entry and sale, and to appoint a 
Forestry Commission to classify the lands, 
protect the timber tracts and report upon 
such plans for care and disposal of them as 
th e facts shall justify. 
At that time the R e c o k o - U x io n said 
that no more important measure had come 
before the people since the settlement of 
the issues of the war of the rebellion, and 
the more we study the subject the stronger 
is our conviction that such expre: sion was 
not hyperbolical. 
The perusal of the 
memorial referred to confirms us in that 
judgment. 
The subject is one of trans­ 
cendent importance, at the same time it is 
one to which the earnest attention of the 
mass of people can be drawn only with 
difficulty. The disposition to let the fu­ 
ture take care of itself, to put oil' until a 
fairer day the work of the hour essential 
to the prevention of great disasters; the 
inclination to look upon forestry as a 
sentimental subject; the fact that but very 
few have studied the true relation of forest 
growth to the climatic changes, the agri­ 
culture and sanitary conditions of a coun­ 
try—ail conspire to render the mass of 
people lukewarm, to put it mildly, upon 
this subject. The reading of the memorial, 
the gist of which appears in another column, 
we trust will, therefore, engage all citi­ 
zens who feel any sort of concern for their 
country and stimulate them to active in­ 
terest in forestry. 
The indiscriminate destruction of our 
forests is storing up for us a casket of 
plagues that will be presently opened to 
our woe and consternation. The Board, 
in its memorial, hints at some of these ills 
as already beginning to be manifest in the 
decrease of the water supply of the Feather, 
the Sacramento, the Sau doatjuin and the 
Kings rivers; in the notable decrease of 
rainfall in some sections and its abnor­ 
mity in others; 
in the menace unre­ 
stricted timber destruction constitutes to 
legitimate lumbering and to agriculture. 
Three principal causes combine to work 
the destruction of the forests that clothe 
the slopes of our mountain , conserve the 
capacity of the soil to retain the rains that 
fall 
on them, favor the use of waters by

grown for ornament only, the energies of 
the people being absorbed in agriculture, 
mining, manufacturing, or the prosecution 
of the business of growing, shipping and 
curing of deciduous fruits. 
There can he no question whatever that 
the people of the central and northern 
sections have not more than just entered 
upon the business of growing oranges, 
lemons, olives and figs; they are hut upon 
the threshold of these impoitaut industries 
that it has been demonstrated can be en­ 
gaged in in all this region under better 
conditions than elsewhere in the State. 
W e trust that the people will go to Oro- 
ville in great numbers; that they will 
come down from the mountains to witness 
the first of the State Citrus Fairs; that the 
towns and cities will send multitudes, and 
that all the strangers within our gates will 
be persuaded to attend one or more days 
while the fair is in progress. 
The present 
long period of bad weather has operated 
somewhat to check some industries, and 
lias created something of a temporary 
stringency in finances; hut there is, in fact, 
no reason except the enforced idleness of 
out-door labor for a few weeks, for any 
feeling of discouragement. There is as 
much money at ever in the country, and 
the commercial and trade interests are un­ 
harmed. 
The 
disposition 
to 
borrow' 
trouble and look upon the dark side be­ 
cause the clouds of a long rainy season 
still lower is one wholly unpardonable, 
and there is no reason for it this year in 
California. The people who would go to 
the citrus fair at any time are as able to 
go now as they ever have been. 
The duty of Sacramentaos to attend 
reaches beyond the value of citrus culture 
to this market. The fair is held in the 
heart of the trade area of the city, and 
good business sense dictates that we should 
make our presence felt at the fair to en­ 
courage not only citrus fruit growing, hut 
to meet the people whose business is con­ 
tributory to our commercial prosperity. 
Sacramento frequently invites the north 
and eeuter to come to her board and they 
always respond with alacrity. 
Let us not 
forget, therefore, the duty we owe to re­ 
turn the favor. Besides, the fair is that of 
Sacramento as much as of any other 
county; it is a State institution, and its 
jurisdiction is limited only hv the bounds 
of a single Congressional district, in the 
south, where the second State citrus fair is 
to be held some time later, and to which 
w'e trust the people of the State wi 11 go in 
numbers worthy of the cause of citrus 
fruit culture.

storage for the reclamation of arid lands 
and for the purposes of irrigation in dry 
setsons of lands in the fertile valleys; 
modify the rigors of cold and temper the 
seasons of h e at; invite and stimulate rain­ 
fall and contribute to the ozone that gives 
to the atmosphere its stimulating quali­ 
ties; promote the navigability of rivers by 
preserving the streams and springs upon 
which their tributaries feed, and at the 
same time protect the natural water-powers 
that enable manufacturing to he carried 
on with the best economy. The first of 
these causes of :!1 is the depredation of 
timber thieves; the second, destruction by 
fire due to the carelessness of hunters, and 
third, the unpardonable clearing, by burn­ 
ing brush and timber, in which shcep- 
herders engage to enlarge their free graz­ 
ing areas, and the damage done young 
growth by the herds and the trampling 
of the soil by the feet of stock. Added to 
these may he the too liberal policy of the 
Government in disposing of timber lands 
and the failure to set aside needed reserves 
and timber parks. 
The forests of the Sierras have been ab­ 
solutely without protection. 
As w'o write 
a citizen relates a single experience of the 
past summer, which is hut the type of 
many. lie stood upon a sitore of Lake 
Tahoe and saw at a short distance a single 
ttee kindle into flame. 
Ho drew the at­ 
tention of residents at the lake to the spec­ 
tacle, and was told that it was probably 
the result of the negligence of some camper 
or hunter, or perhaps the willfulness of 
some herder. 
He was unable to rouse the 
people to any interest in extinguishing tin 
fire by felling the tree and smothering the 
flames. 
W ithin twenty-four hours, from 
that solitary conifer the fire spread over a 
large tract, and in less than a week swept 
a distance of ten miles in a belt of flame a 
mile or more in width. 
Yet that is but 
one of a hundred instances of the vandal­ 
ism that is denudiug our mountain slopes 
and imperilling some of the immediate 
vital interests of the people, to say nothing 
of the threat it contains against the com­ 
fortable occupation of the valleys in the 
future on the one hand, and the me of the 
rivers ou the other.

President Cnipman suggested that an al­ 
lowance of $3 per m onth should be made 
for keeping the Superintendent’s office in 
order, and P. was so ordc-red. 
Director Davis reported that a portion of 
the fer.ee surrounding ihe school-house at 
Twenty-seventh and J streets had fallen 
down, and th ~ Board ordered it repaired. 
Director Eriew ine said he had been in ­ 
formed that a deep hole in the scbool-yard 
at Thirteenth and G street?, dug for ashts. 
was filled with water and was dangerous to 
the children. 
The B uiiding aud Repairs Committee 
was instructed to look into the m atter. 
The Board then adjourned. 


Supervisor Greer said he was not in favor 
of raising auy of the injunctions placed on 
the d iff-reut m in e3 by Sacramento county. 
He would not like to tel a precedent by 
doing so. 
Afier some argum ent it was agreed to 
lay the m atter before Messrs. Devlin a n d 
Denson, the attorneys for the county in the 
debris cases. 
Supervisor Ross reported that he had or­ 
dered signs painted and placed on the new 
McCabe bridge over the Cosumnes river, 
and would see that sim ilar ones be posted 
on the Michigan Bar bridge. The prohibi­ 
tion of fast driving over the structures wa3 
the object sought. 
Communications 
were 
received from 
Joseph H eintz and N. Van Maren. stating 
that they had accepted $190 and $250, re­ 
spectively, for damages and rights of way 
in the m atter of a petition tor a new road 
in District No. 3. 
After considerable debate L P. Gilman 
was allowed $8 75 for an over-assessment 
on lot 5, in the block bounded by L and M, 
Fourth and Fifth streets. 
Assessor Frost stated that the assessment 
on the property was altogether too high, 
and recorsm tnded that the Board refund 
the overcharge. 
J I). Bigelow, who owns property in the 
vicinity of Brighton Junction, stated to the 
Board that bis land was assessed at $100 
per acre, while that ot neighbors adjoining 
was assessed at $G0. 
He wanted to know 
the reason of the discrimination. 
Supervisor Greer said that llesh should 
not be matte of one aud fowl of another. 
The land in the neighborhood was about 
equal in value, and it was not right that 
Mr. Bigelow be made to pay 40 per cent, 
more taxes on his acre of land than his 
neighbors paid on theirs. 
Deputy Assessor McManus tried to ex­ 
plain the situalion, hut it was found that 
the property wa3 not assessed at all last 
year. 
“ You’re getting off 
easy,’’ rem arked 
Chairm an Tebbets. 
“T hat explains it, ’ said the D eputy A s­ 
sessor. 
“ We assessed him for two years 
and only rated the land at $50 an acre.” 
“ You did,” exclaimed Supervisor Green, 
“ and why didn’t yon double up on his 
neighbors, Mr. Davis, and the rest of them. 
They were not assessed last year, either. 
You charged them $60 for the two years, 
and Mr. Bigelow $100. 
How does this 
come?" 
This did not have the effect of throwing 
any light on the subject, and the m atter 
was referred to the District Attornev for a 
written opinion as to whether the Board, 
meeting as Supervisors, could right the 
wrong, or whether it would have to come 
before them while they were iu session as 
a Board *>f Equalization. 
A. B. Davis, E A. Grant and other prop­ 
erty owners residing near Monte Vista 
Colony appeared before the Board in an 
endeavor to get a decision as to who should 
build a certain fence on G raut’s property 
so ‘hat a road could be run through the 
land. 
G rant’s property adjoins that of 
Davis, and it was claimed that the latter 
would be benefited to a greater extent than 
Grant. 
The discussion on the m atter consumed 
nearly an hour's time, and at last Davis 
agreed, with the assistance of a man who 
lived on the Graut place and a recompense 
of $25 from the county, to build the fence. 
The noon hour was neariDg and Chair­ 
man Tebbets stated that the Board had 
better elect their new Chairm an before 
takiug a recess. 
Supervisors Greer and Bates opposed the 
iiiea and wanted to wait until afternoon. 
Ross and Black sided with the Chair­ 
man, and the election was ordered. 
Supervisor Black was called to the Chair, 
and ex-Chairmau Tebbets placed in nom in­ 
ation Supervisor Ross, at the same tim e 
thanking the members of the Board for 
their courtesies towards him while he had 
occuj.ied the cbair during the past term. 
Supervisor Greer seconded the nom ina­ 
tion. and there being 110 further nom ina­ 
tions Mr. R o s3 was unanim ously elected 
Chairm an for the coming year. 
He briefly 
thanked the members for the honor con­ 
ferred upon him . 
The Board then took a recess until 2 
o’clock in the afternoon. 
At the afternoon session. 
Mr. Greer 
offered a resolution providing that the 
County Treasurer should prepare the sem i­ 
annual financial statem ent required by law 
to be published, and that the Chairm an of 
the Printing Committee shall cause the 
saute to be published iu not more than one 
newspaper in the county. 
Mr. Bates moved its adoption, seconded 
by Mr. Black. 
Mr. Tebbets moved to amend the resolu­ 
tion by m aking the num ber of newspapers 
two, instead of one. 
Lost. Ayes—Tebbets 
aud Ross; noes—Bates, Black and Creer. 
The resolution wa3 then adopted. 
The Overseers cf Iload Districts Nos. 8, 
10, 13 and 21 filed their quarterly reports. 
After Ihe transaction of some other u n ­ 
im portant business the Board took a rc- 
c ts s till 10 A. M. to-day.

THE ELECTRIC FRANCHISE.

A fter the transaction of some routine 
usiness by the City Board of Trastees at 
yesterday’s session, M ayor Gregory called 
op his notice of a motion to reconsider the 
action of the Board in granting a franchise 
to C. F . Fargo and others to establish an 
electric light plant. H e said that while he 
was in favor of granting the franchise and 
of encouraging the investm ent of capital in 
the city, he had been actuated in moving 
the reconsideration of the Board's action 
by the fact that broader privileges had been 
granted than were ever before given to any 
corporation. 
H e would, therefore, now 
move that the action of the Board, in 
granting the 
franchise, be reconsidered 
and in doiij^ so would read the following 
restriction w hich he desired to have in ­ 
serted in the franchise: 
Perm ission is hereby granted to L. L. B aker 
an d others, or th eir assigns, to erect poles in the 
streets an d alleys of said city, provided said poles 
sh all he of sufficient length as to cause no in­ 
terference w ith public, com fort or convenience; 
said poles to be creeled end located in accord­ 
ance w ith th e requirem ents of th e Board of 
Trustees of said ci y, who shall have th e light, 
a t any tim e, to rem ove said poles as obstruc­ 
tions, should public necessity require. 
No streets or ailejs in said city shall be torn 
up o r dug into by said grantees w ithout perm is­ 
sion from th e Street Commission* r; in such ceses 
sam e shall be repaired and restored to origiual 
condition w ithin live days thereafter. 
This franchise is granted upon the express 
agreem ent th a t w ithin one vear from the date 
hereof the said grantees shall have in .a ll and 
constant operation w ith in said city a com p.ete 
a n d satisfactory electric plant: said plant to 
consist ol a t feast 125 2,000-candle-power arc 
capacity. 
J. D. ReddiDg said he would suggest, in­ 
stead, that it be provided that all opera­ 
tions of the company should be under the 
control of the Street Commissioner. 
He 
wouid be willing that a clause be inserted 
to the effect that, whatever method m ight 
be employed by the company in erecting 
its plant and conducting its system, it be 
under the supervision of the Trustees or 
Street Commissioner. 
Mayor Gregory said he did not think that 
would be sufficiently strong or specific. 
Mr. Redding replied that himself and 
associates had no desire to tree themselves 
troru the control of the city authorities, 
and were willing to conform to all regula­ 
tions under the law. 
As to lim iting the 
franchise to electric lighting alone, this 
wouid prevent them from taking advan­ 
tage of the improvem ents and inventions 
of the future. 
H e thought they should 
have the right to use electricity going over 
their w ;re3 for whatever purposes they 
m ight see fit, always, of course, under 
proper restrictions and regulations. 
The Mayor said the Trustees m ight be 
giving som ething the value of which thev 
know nolhing.of. 
W ho could tell what 
discoveries in eleclric science m ight be 
developed within the next ten or twenty- 
years? They m ight be such as to work a 
revolution in the business and commerce 
of the country. Soraetbing m ight be de­ 
veloped that would render it a dangerous 
thing for the city to give a franchise of 
such unlim ited scope. It m ight be worth 
$30.000.000 in ten or twenty years trom 
now. So far as lighting is concerned, the 
company couid give a bond and forfeit it, 
but the franchise would still exist giving 
the company the right to use electricity for 
all possible purposes for the next fifty 
years. 
Judge Denson said that, as a citizen and 
taxpayer, he was opposed to the granting 
of the franchise. 
So far as the Capital Gas 
Company is concerned, the franchise made 
no difference to it. There was neither any 
necessity for granting such a franchise nor 
had the Trustees the power to grant it. Be­ 
fore the present Constitution was adopted, 
all franchises were granted by special Act 
of the Legislature, but the Constitution was 
so amended as to grant any and all persons 
the power to lay gas and water pipes, etc., 
in any city in which the m unicipality did 
not itself own such systems. The Consti­ 
tution is not subordinate to any city char- 
ter—it is the higher law of the laud. Under 
its provisions Mr. Redding or any- one else 
has the right to come into the city and es­ 
tablish a lighting or water system. W hy. 
then, do they ask for this franchise? He 
had never know n of one so broad to be 
granted. 
Either they do not need it, or the 
city is going to suffer. This company can 
pu t its wires 
overhead, or under the 
ground, and cobweb the city for the next 
fifty year3. 
This may become a menace to 
the city. 
It had been found necessary to 
remove 300 miles of electric light wires in 
New York city because of the danger to 
life and property. If the Board were to 
grant the rights asked for, it could not re­ 
call them . 
He quoted irom the city char­ 
ter to show that among the powers granted 
to the Boaid this onew as not included,and 
he claimed that the Board had not the au­ 
thority to grant such a franchise as was 
asked for. 
W hen the charter was adopted 
the Legislature did ail that sort of business. 
Mr. Redding could not claim that they had 
not the right to come in without any fran­ 
chise, as the Constitution gives it to them , 
subordinate only to the city’s rights. 
Mr. Redding replied at some length to 
Judge Denson. The city, he said, was like 
a private bouse—one m ust first, get perm is­ 
sion to enter it. The Constitution does pro­ 
vide that any person or corporation may 
provide a city with water or light., but the 
city-m ust nam e its own conditions, and 
this company roar asked to he allowed 
to come 
in 
under such 
restrictions 
and regulations 
a3 
govern the 
city. 
The 
use 
of 
electricity 
should 
be 
governed by public necessitits. No com­ 
pany had a right to use it to the detrim ent 
of the health or injury of the public. 
If 
they could use it to make cologne they bad 
a right to do so. 
Once conducted upon 
private property, the owner couid not be 
restrained ia its use. 
The Mayor then rereated his motion for 
a reconsideration. 
H e said his only de­ 
sire was to have the restrictions incorpor­ 
ated into the franchise. If a reconsider­ 
ation would have the efiect of killing the 
franchise, he was willing to withdraw his 
m otion if the other members of the Board 
would vote to have the franchise amended 
as he desired. 
Trustee M cLaughlin said he did not 
know that there was anything in the pro­ 
posed restrictions that was injurious to the 
company. 
Mr. Redding said there was one thing 
that would injare the company—the pro­ 
position to lim it the franchise to lighting 
purposes. 
Trustee McLaughlin said these objections 
seemed to have been all discovered at the 
last moment, after weeks of consideration 
of ibe subject. 
He was ready to vote then 
on the motion to reconsider. 
Mr. Redding reiterated that they were 
here in such good faith that they were will­ 
ing to stipulate to put in a $60,000 plant 
w ithin one year. They could not come in 
w ith a cripp'ed franchise, going on one leg. 
M ayor Gregory—‘‘If you will stipulate to 
come in here within a year with a $60,000 
plant, that will suit me. I would regard 
that as sor ie guarantee of good faith.” 
Mr. Redding—“Mr. Clark, who under­ 
stands the practical part of this business 
better than I do, informs m e that it would 
not be feasible to get a $60,000 plant the 
first year, but tb s ' we can put in $30,000 
the first end $30,000 more the second year. 
W e will do this if granted the contract for 
city lighting.” 
. 
M ayor Gregory—“One thing at a time 
The contract is one thing, and the fran­ 
chise another. The one can easily be for1 
feited, but the other holds for fifty years. -I 
would ask nothing better than to have such 
a franchise, and lock it up for future de­ 
velopments. It m ight be worth several 
hundred thousand dollars a few years 
hence.” 
, _ 
Mr. Redding then amended the franchise 
to read as follows: 
It is agreed betw een th e city of Sacram ento 
an d C. F. i argo and others th a t th e following 
clauses shall be added to th e franchise hereby 
granted to C. F. Fargo an d others, an d becom e 
a p art thereof: 
T he grantees, th e ir associates, successors and 
assigns agree to invest a t least £>0,000 in one 
year, or SC',000 ia two years, in apparatus and 
p lan t w ithin said city of Sacram ento, in lieu of 
w hich said iranehise shall end. 
[The first and last clauses of the am end­ 
m ents cffered by Mayor Gregory, first above 
printed, were omitted, and the second and 
third adopted in connection with thosepre 
sc-nted by Mr. R edding] 
T he M ayor said that if these am end­ 
m ents suited the other members of the 
Board thcv could move for their insertion 
and he wouid then withdraw his motion 
to reccns’der. 
Trus-ee M cLaughlin said he was ready

am endm ents could injure the franchise, 
and would vote for them . 
Mayor Gregory—“ Then why don’t you 
m ake a motion to adopt them ?” 
Trustee W olf—“ Make it yourself; it is 
your osrn m atter.” 
Mayer Gregory—“I cannot. 
I have a 
motion to reconsider already before the 
Board.” 
Trustee W olf—'“Then I move that these 
am endm ents be made to the franchise.” 
Mayor Gregory—“I now withdraw my 
motion to reconsider.” 
Trustee W olfs motion to amend was car­ 
ried unanim ously, and on motion of Trus­ 
tee M cLaughlin the ordinance as amended 
was read twice and passed by a unanim ous 
vote.

This settled the m atter of the granting of 
the franchise and letting of the contract for 
lighting the streets, aud the Board took a 
recess, after which other m atters were 
taken up. 
Jt is rum ored that the Capital Gas Com­ 
pany intends applying for an order of Court 
restraining the new company from proceed­ 
ing under the contract made by the Board 
of Trustees, on the ground that it does not 
conform to the requirements published by 
that body.

THE CRACK SHOTS.

Adjutant-General Orton has issued Gen­ 
eral Orders No. 25, giving the percentage 
made by each officer and enlisted m an in 
the National Guard of this State at the 
two target practices held during the past 
year. It is quite interesting to all who 
take an interest in rifle shooting, and is in 
a form to be easily understood. The force 
is divided into three classes—sharpshooters, 
ritiemen and m arksm en. 
It requires 96 
per cent, or over to be classed as a sharp­ 
shooter, $0 to 90 per cent, to be a riflemaii, 
and from 50 to 80 per cent, to be a m arks­ 
man. 
In the Fourth Brigade there were 420 
men qualified to shoot at the two trials, of 
which num ber 254 were present and shot 
at the first practice, m aking 6,023 points. 
At the second practice 244 men shot, m ak­ 
ing 7,281 points. 
There were only three gold bars won in 
the entire National Guard force, aud there­ 
fore only three can be classed as sharp­ 
shooters for the past year. This is a con­ 
siderable falling off from the previous 
year. The three are Major Kellogg, Lieu­ 
tenant K nhis and private W illiam Unger, 
ail of the Second Brigade. 
Seventeen members of the First Arlii- 
lery are classed as riflemen, and each gets a 
silver bar. One hundred and seventeen 
men in the regim ent won the m arksm en’s 
medal. 
Of the general officers’ shooting, the 
score of the Fourth Brigade commander is 
the best (76 points). 
In addition to the regulation medals, 
there will be issued a special silver medal 
by the State to ths best shot in each organ­ 
ization. Of the staff of the Commander- 
in-chief, Colonel Perrie Kewen wins this 
honor with a score of 37. 
Lieutenant- 
Colonel Kohler, of the Division staff, has a 
score ot 38. 
In this brigade Major Clinton 
L. W hite will get it, with a score of 41. 
Sergeant J. L. Hughes, of the First A r­ 
tillery stuff, takes the prize in that organ­ 
ization, which is no sm all honor, as there 
are some splendid shots on the staff. 
Cor­ 
poral Gardiner wins it in Company A, and 
Corporal Bailey wins it in Company B. 
First Sergeant Getchel’s breast will wear 
the m edal for Company C, Nevada City. 
Sergeant Ross will do the honors for E, 
Lieutenant Lee for F (W oodland), and 
Lieutenant Maurice H . Sheehan wins it in 
Company G. 
Major W hite gets a silver bar in addition 
to the special medal. All the medals will 
be distributed in the near future.

The Signal Service reports show the 
tem perature yesterday at 5 a . m . and 5 i \ m 
to have been 36° and 35°, respectively, 
while the highest and lowest was 44° and 
32°, being the coldest day since the 17tli 
and 18th of February last, when the m er­ 
cury tan k to 31°. Captain Foster’s ther­ 
m ometer registered a m inim um of 28°, 
which was 4° colder than the Signal Seiv- 
ice self-registering instrum ent recorded, 
notw ithstanding both therm om eters were 
of the same ca'.ioer and made by tbe same 
man. 
As the Signal Service Observer has 
always said, and tried to impress upon the 
memory of the R e c o r d -U n i o n ' s readers, 
the therm om eter nearest the ground should 
always read from 2° to 8° lower than those 
at a considerable higbt, otherwise there 
could be no frost or ice when the Signal 
Service therm om eter indicated a tem pera­ 
ture above 32°. 
The tem perature of the dew point at 5 
o'clock last evening was 28°, which is 4° 
below that p o iD t at which fresh water be­ 
gins to congeal aud becomes thick like 
mush. 
If the sky continues clear, tbe hygomet- 
rical conditions of the atm osphere show 
that this m orning the frost will be heavier, 
the tem perature lower and the ice thicker 
lhanon yesterday. The lowest, as noted 
above, was 32° yisterday, and no donbt tbe 
lowest this m orning will be several degrees 
below that, for it has been quite cold to the 
north of this city for several days past, and 
this polar wave may be creeping down ibis 
way. 
The highest and lowest tem perature one 
year ago yesterday was 61° and 38°, and 
the highest and lowest one year ago to-day 
was 56° and 36°. 
Snow was falling yesterday at Portland, 
Or., with a tem perature cf 14°, while Chi­ 
cago’s coloric condition pushed the merer ry 
up to 30°, which makes the city by the 
lakes 16° warm er than the northwestern 
metropolis of the Pacific coast, near the sea.

THE STATE BOAHD OF FORESTRY ME­ 
MORIALIZES CONGRESS.

To th e people of th e U nited Sta'es inhabi- 
tatln g the so-called a id districts, 
or those 
Stales and T erritories visited eith er w ith scant? 
o r only periodical rainfalls. there is no single 
question th a t so profoundly aflecis th e ir m a­ 
terial w elfare and future prosperi'y as th a t of a 
copious and eu d u iin g w ater supply for dom es 
tic. raining and irrigating uses. 
Any coudi 
tioTis w hich resuU in im pairing even slightly 
the supply now obtained in these districts m ust 
be view ed w ith apprehension—any m aterial 
decrease ia some of the affected localities would 
Imply & shrinkage of m illions of dollars in ta x ­ 
able values: w hile failure oi present supply 
would involve iu business paralysis and finan­ 
cial bankruptcy som e or the fairest and most 
th riv iu g sections of the great Southw est. The 
continued progress and future developm ent of 
large portions of Colorado, m -w Mexico, Ne­ 
vada, Arizona, and above all, C alifornia seems 
to be only lim ited by this question of w ater sup­ 
ply, and it would appear to be a fine field for 
Co: gressional action to inquire into causes 
threatening its dim inution, au d by wise rem e­ 
dial m easures preserve th e integrity of such as 
we have and w herever possible its increase and 
usefulness. 
R ecent invest igations by the Senatorial Arid 
L ands Com m ittee have show n th a t irrigation, 
w herever practiced. In s resulted iu phenom e­ 
nal benefits to people fort m ate enough to com e 
w ith in the scope of iU operations. In Califor­ 
n ia the vas: area of th e Sacram euto-San Joaqum 
valley (greater th an the State of New York) is 
rapidly being opened up to settlem ent aud 
profitable occupation, 
chiefly 
through 
the 
agency of elaborate au d costly system s of irri­ 
gating canals. The m ore southern end of the 
State owes its surprising industrial advances to 
the successful artificial distribution of a n a t­ 
urally lim ited w ater fupply, rath er th an to 
especial clim atic o r geographical advantages. 
R iver bar and placer m ining, as is generally 
know n, can only be profitably prosecuted w here 
w ater is abu n d an t, and g ieat num bers of pay­ 
in g properties throughout the west coast are uu- 
op -rated and rendered unproductive during 
m any m onths of th e year, not so m uch fiom 
th e inadequacy < f the supply as from the ex ­ 
istence 
of 
partially 
rem ediable conditions 
w hich prevail to quickly exhaust the fountain 
head. 
T he source of the w ater now enjoyt-d by the 
m iners tn u agriculturalists of tnis coast is 
found iu rivers, stream s aud spring having 
th e ir iucep'iou iu th e tim ber-covered *iop¿s and 
crests o f th e ©ierra n ev ad a M ouirains aud its 
spurs. 
Upon credible inform ation, wc believe th a t 
a t ]joints upon Kings, Fresno and the Merced 
riv trs. above w b re any w aters are w ithdraw n 
for irrigation or m ining purposes, th at in so- 
called “dry years” th ere is already a m arked 
dim inution in the volum e of th eir w aters over 
past ‘dry years,” and prior to th e w anton de­ 
forestation of the brush and tim ber-covered 
felones o f th eir waier-sheds. 
From personal observation we know this to 
be true of the F eather river, and we believe 
th a t th e sam e causes th a t threaten ‘.he m ining, 
agricu.tural and hoiticultural interests of this 
State are insidiously, but unerringly at w ork to 
im peril a -d underm ine th e iulaud river com- 
m eice ot our navigable stream s, th e Sacra­ 
m ento aud run Joaquin rivers. 
U nfortunately, 
the ow nership of m uch of these tim bered lands 
h as passed into private o r corporate hands, and 
we say unfortunately advisedlv, as it seems im ­ 
possible to impose uny forcible restraints th at 
shall altogether do aw ay w ith w anton and 
w asteful destruction of tim ber by fire aud the 
ax, or the pasturing out of th eir forest repro­ 
ductive ch aracter by persons unm indful of the 
future and heedful only of considerations of 
im m ediate gain to them selves. 
N evertheless, there still rem ains o f the brush 
and tim ber-covered w ater sheds of the ©ierra 
Nevadas, aud com prising those xortious upon 
w hich th e very life blood of th e industries 
m entioned depend, m illions of acres ot su r­ 
veyed and unsurveyed lauds, the ow nership of 
an d fee sim ple to w hich lie iu the G overnm ent 
of the U nited States a one. 
T he custody of these lauds at pres n t is in the 
D epartm ent of the Interior, aud. as part of the 
nation’s heritage and of inca enlabie value to 
the people cf tuis country they dem and as care­ 
ful stew ardship aud wise m anag .m eut as do the 
moneys in th e ‘public treasury. 
A circular of the G eneral Laud Office of date 
of M arch 8, 1883, calls for the posting on the 
public dom ain of notices w a rn r g against the 
betting out ol fires; yet such notices, overSOO 
miles of this State, are not posted, Lor can rec­ 
ords be found of arrests or prosecutions w ithin 
this átate by Federal officials for such offenses. 
All such action has heretofore been carried out 
by State authorities, ham pered by feeble laws, 
lim ited m eat s and a territory to supervise 
nearly as vast as the w hole A tlantic seaboard. 
No further effort seem s to have been m ade to 
arrest the obliteration 
of 
t u r forests from 
m ountain Arts, or to check the still more 
blighting and disastrous spoliation of th eir 
ling g o wth by nom adic flocks o f sheep. 
Conscientious and vigorous m easures have 
utnaTnSiy carried out by the dep&itraen t to 
bring to j ist ce trespassers upon these dom ains 
who h 
ut ami stolen tim ber an d fuel th ere­ 
from, y i. 
abie an d volum e of all th e tim ­ 
ber h.nu iuc. tan: 
n 
roen stolen from the pub­ 
lic dom ain in C alifornia for tw enty years past 
is insigniticint as com piled w ith the standing 
tim ber and young forest th at is annually sw ept 
aw ay by the com bined evil agencies o f lire and 
sheep. 
If a tithe of the m oney and energy applied to 
th e abatem ent of the lesser evil had been 
brought to b e jr up.iu the suppression of the 
greater one. the evil of w hich wc now com plain 
vr-.,md not nave grow n to such m onstrous and 
appalling proportions. 
The unprotected *ud 
uuguarded c ;udilion o f the nation’s forests h p. 
const uit m enace to tr<eholdeis an d occupants 
of adjacent lands, an d the new spaper press of 
th e w hole country, during recent m onths, has 
recorded innum erable disasters to both life and 
property lrom fires having th eir origin upon the 
public dom ain; and even if no co n sd e ra ti »ns 
o f self-interest intervene. The sovereign ought 
n o t to be held unaccountable for its own laches 
w hen they resuit iu death au d disaster to the 
subject. 
it is here assum ed th a t th e w ater-storing 
ch aracter o f forests is too well know n and con­ 
ceded to adm it of eith er elaboration or argum eut 
upon th at point, and th a t the danger from flood 
an d fresliet incident to th e ir indiscrim inate re­ 
m oval is as generally know n as it is freely rec­ 
ognized: nevertheless, to the people ot the Fa 
cifra coast forest preservation has ano th er as­ 
pect of the gravest im port to them , and not 
necessarily a me tor of equal m om ent in all for­ 
est questions. 
Environed on the south and southeast by an 
arid , treeless district, alm ost uninhabitable by 
re a sjn of its tor id sum m er neats, th e people of 
th e adjacent territory can look only upon the 
possible enlargem ent and encroachm ent of this 
inhospitable region w ith profoundest apprehen­ 
sion. T heir im m unity from invasion from this 
hostile clim ate dependa upon the great forests 
o f th e northw est coast, whose benign, am elior­ 
ating an d far-reaching influences alone enable 
them to m aintain th e unequal contest with 
greater forces. The dim inution, recession and 
final and threatened extinction of these forests 
m u sto n ly resuit in th e expansion aud aggres 
sion of elem ent inim ical to our well being, latal 
to our prosperity. 
Recognizing tee difficulties of form ulating 
forest protection U w s th at offer a solution of all 
•objections th a t can be fiam ed, the C alifornia 
State B o.rd of Forestry tend-, rs some sugges­ 
tions in thi.' direction th a t it is believed w ill 
m eet th e exigent dem auds o f the m iu iu g an d 
agricultural cusses, nor vet he antagonistic to 
lira great luinb- ring or live stoc k industries of 
th e ©tate. 
iir s t—Extrem e urgency dem ands the tem po 
rary re t cal of the tim ber entry law in t aliior- 
nia, and the .¿bsolute w ithdraw al from sale of 
all Federal • irnber Finds in th is State, until 
fu ith er surveys have determ ined the areas and 
boundaries of such tracts as are cont&iued 
w itniu the n atu ral w atershed of our stream s 
an d w aterw ays. 
For obvious reasons the re­ 
strictive feature of th e Act m ust operate prior, 
not subsequently, to th e m aking of the surveys: 
otherw ise the door is still open for some yeais 
for the perj>etuatiou of the injury we would 
have abated. 
T im ber lands not so situated could ultim ately 
be reopened for tale or occupancy, though no 
really valid reason could be adduced to show 
w hy this appeal should not be in perpetuity, 
an d th at all Federal forest lands, irrespective of 
th e ir w atershed or non-w atershed character, 
should not be alienated to th e people at large 
aud from the individual forever. 
Such a c urse w ill conduce not only to the 
benefit of the individual, blit to the G overn­ 
m ent as wed. A forest, or tim ber, like any other 
crop, w hen m ature is fit to harvest, and w hen 
no t subject to w asteful abuses m ay w ith pro­ 
priety and benefit be cut; w hen, how ever, to 
faci it ate access to a tract, vest quantities of 
intervening lands are laid w aste and valuable 
tim ber is left to d tc a y and destruction, then 
such m ethods becom e im provident and should 
be rigorously suppressed. 
Iu most instances 
these outrages are perpetrated upon te e public 
dn vain, and are as defensible as would be the 
acts of a farm er in burning the fields and break­ 
ing dow n the feucesof an o th er for the purpose 
of securing a more expeditions route to m arket. 
reco n d —The tim b er o n such lands w hen tit 
to harvest should be sold, not the land, 
.-he 
lum berm an, as a rule, c ares_ nothing for the 
land; in buviug a forest he is only 1: flueuced 
by the num ber ot feet of sawloga to the acre, 
n rd consequently will p «y as m uch for th e tim ­ 
ber alone as he will for th e lau d aud th e tim ­ 
ber. heuoe iu selling the tim ber alone there is 
i v loss of revenue to the departm ent, w hile the 
fee rem aining in :he U nited States, th e G overn­ 
m ent can im pose such reasonable regula-ious 
fc rth e preservation of young grow th a n d th e 
preve. tion of tires as w ill not aloco insure the 
perpetual forest character of these lands, but 
yield iu the futtue further returns of revenue. 
Young grow th forest lands lor some years 
alter the tim ber has been cut affords the be-t 
of pasturage, and w hen the trees are of suffi­ 
cient size can be pastured io cattle and even 
sheep w ithout injury, and the rentals derived 
from th e sam e would iu a few years more th an 
m eet ih e char,* es of g uarding them lrom van ­ 
dals an d ireeboolers. 
A ccident o: ow nership by th e U nited States 
seem s to have • p en d ed to cause ow ners ot 
e rra n t flock-and herds o f sheep and cattle to 
th in k they have some rights to pillage aud 
plu u d er : he public dom ain reserved to th tm - 
selves au d denied to these engaged in other 
pursuits. 
The successful prosecution and conviction of 
n few tim ber thieves has operated to alm ost 
ab ate th e once th riv in g enterprise of tim ber- 
stealing 
T he sim e processes, rigorously en­ 
forced. would doubtU ss m itigate the theft of 
pasture an d the far worse and alm ost invariable 
sequel of fore?t tires. 
. 
These lands, to be preserved to th e interests 


th e cus ody of them to the D epartm ent of Agri­ 
culture, under a com petent com m issioner or 
com m issioners — to 
a 
departm ent 
already 
equipped w ith a divis o n c i forestry, and u nder 
w nieh they could be to adm inistered as to be­ 
come a source ol national pride aud w ealth. If 
it be contended th at the retirem ent of so m uch 
of th e puolic dom ain is not iu accord w ith the 
policy o f ou r G overnm ent, w e suggest th a t th is 
loss can be offset by wise efforts to ex p an d th e 
benefits o f th e lim b e r C ulture A c t; the tim e for 
“ proving up” can be extended, aud to those 
who plant tim ber upou otherw ise unproductive 
grounds, im m unity from taxation for all tim e 
upon lauds consecrated to this purpose. 
The priuciple w hich would justify such legis­ 
lation lies in th e lact th a t the plan ter becom es 
n public benefactor, and th a t long before any 
direct profit can accrue to him benefit has in ­ 
ured to th e whole com m onw ealth by his act. 
Aside from persons w ho nave availed them ­ 
selves of the Tim ber C ulture Act ol 1878, are 
m any individuals an d corporate 
ow ners of 
large tracts of m ountain and upper foothill 
lauds uiisuceptible o f irrigation or cultivation; 
hence, unsuitable for ag ricultural uses, aud 
only available for grazing or foiest plantation. 
Would-be planters of such tracts are largely 
deterred from so doing through w ant of au ­ 
thoritative iufoim ation as to the cb aiacter of 
tim ber best qualified to thrive thereon, and 
under such conditions to yield th e best final 
returns. All legitim ate encouragem ent should 
be tendered those w illing to engage th e ir tim e 
and m eans in enterprises calculated to 
lo 
largely redeem the arid ch aracter of m uch o! 
th is country. 
This encouragem ent is best prom oted by the 
establishm ent ot forest experim ent stations in 
the m ost arid disiricts of Colorado, Califo*nia, 
Nevada and Arizona, and w hile th e ir ed u ca­ 
tional vaiue w ill be indisputable w herever estab­ 
lished. the practical an d m aterial necessity for 
th eir existence is most strikingly em phasized 
iu those ©tates an d T erritories dependent upon 
seasonal rains, or bubject to periods of lo D g 
protracted drought. 
Properly belonging in the jurisdiction o f the 
D epartm ent of A griculture, such stations ob­ 
viously m ust be independent of, aud rem ote 
from, agricultural experim ent stations. These 
la tte r are laud properly) conducted upon lauds 
fitted for cultivation. The form er m ust be upon 
grounds typical of the m illions of acres o f to­ 
day w aste lands o f th e arid Southwest. 
Public-m iuded citizens ten d er am ple lands 
for such purposes free of cost to the G overn­ 
m ent. 1 he in itial cost of planting them out 
w ill not be great, and th e subsequent cost of 
m aintenance w ill be iu a constantly dim inish­ 
ing tatio until they ultim ately becom e self-sup- 
poiting, or a sour' e of revenue to the S ti te. 
The present adm inistration, or rath er w ant of 
adm inistration, of th e Federal tim ber lauds of 
th is coast, is an arraignm ent of th e best in telli­ 
gence aud patriotism of the G eneral Govern­ 
m ent, w hich a disregard of the enlightened 
m ethods of o th er nations m ight not alone ch al­ 
lenge, but w hich a due regard to ourselves and 
poster ty doe-, aud w hich strenuous y and ex­ 
igently calls for reform ation 
and rem edial 
m easures th at hhall check th e im pending m en­ 
ace to our im m ediate and future prosperity. 
The active am i earnest co-operation of the 
<*a iiornia State Board of Forestiy can at all 
tim es he relied upon to supplem ent and forw ard 
such aeliou as Congress m ay take.
